CANADIAN FIELD PEAS—They enrich the soil and are 
splendid stock feed. For hay, they should be cut while the 
nutrient in milk is in the vine forming the pod; cure the 
hay. Plant early in the Spring at the rate of 100-120 lbs. 
per acre or 60 Ibs. with a nurser crop of Oats or Spring 
Rye. 


FOXTAIL MILLET—Many farmers are now growing this 
type of Millet regularly as a hay crop. 

German or Golden—This is one of the best varieties for 
hay and fodder. It makes rapid, vigorous growth, often 
yielding 3 to 5 tons of hay per acre, on good rich soil. 
It grows 4 to 5 feet high, is of rather coarse appear- 
ance, and should be cut for hay before it is in full bloom. 
At this stage, the hay is of the best quality, and so 
tender it can be fed to hogs. 


PROSO OR HOG MILLETS—This type of Millet is early 
maturing; the seed is used chiefly for bird seed, poultry 
and stock feed. 

Early Fortune—This seed is of a shiny reddish brown. 
The heads are compact. It matures rather early, grow- 
ing about medium height. It is ready to harvest in 50 
to 60 days after sowing. 

Proso—“The dry land Wonder Grain.” The most profit- 
able catch crop. Matures in 60 days. Can be planted 
later and will stand more drought than any other grain. 
It makes an ideal feed for poultry, hogs, cattle, and 
sheep. May be fed without threshing. Proso straw 
makes good grain for Winter feeding. Grows anywhere, 
in wet or dry weather, and on all kinds of soil. Sow 
20 to 30 lbs. per acre. 


SOY BEANS 

Mancho—It is outstanding for all purposes—hay, feed, 
hogging down, as well as for planting with corn for the 
silo. Excellent yields of hay or a large crop of beans. 
A good average crop will produce 20 to 30 bushels of 
beans per acre. Mancho is a robust grower of vines 
which stand up well and are easily cut with corn or 
grain binder. This variety matures in about 100 days. 
The beans are yellow and of medium size. 

Black Ebony—An excellent summer catch crop and good 
soil builder. When mixed with corn makes a good 
ensilage. Sow 25 to 100 lbs. per acre depending on 
method of seeding, use of crop and soil conditions. 


SUNFLOWER—A good silage crop for dry land. They 
may be sown early or late as they grow rapidly. The silage 
is very palatable and has high feeding value. Plant close 
in drills, 4 to 5 inches apart and rows 30 to 42 inches 
apart. Cultivate and handle similar to corn. Plant 500 to 
600 Ibs. per acre. 


SUDAN GRASS—Drill 15 to 20 lbs. or broadcast 25 lbs. 
per acre for pasture. It will endure much alkali. Planted 
in rich soil in June, it will be ready to pasture in 30 days. 
It will furnish grazing for two cows per acre throughout 
the Summer. As a hay crop, it should be cut when heads 
appear. It takes several days of ideal weather to cure. A 
second crop may be cut or pastured if preferred. All kinds 
of livestock relish Sudan Grass—it has a sweet taste. 


DRY LAND GRAIN SORGHUMS—Grain Sorghums are 
non-saccharine. They range in height from 3 to 6 feet 
and are more draught resistant than sweet sorghums. 
Stalks are dry and pithy and have low feeding value. 4 to 
6 pounds are sown on dry land and 8 pounds on irrigated 
in rows. 50 to 60 pounds broadcast or drilled. 


Double Dwarf Milo—Is very dwarf, about 214 ft. tall 
and is harvested in the same manner as heading grain. 
Average yields bring 2 ton per acre. 

Hegari—120 days. 4 to 5 ft. tall, is a grain sorghum re- 
sembling Kaffr and Atlas sorgo. Under favorable con- 
ditions, Hegari makes an excellent grain crop and 
forage that is relished by livestock.

Alsike—Is recommended both for sowing with Timothy 
and also with the Red and Mammoth Clovers, as well as 
for a hay crop by itself. It does not Winter-kill. The use 
of Alsike Clover is increasing rapidly; cattle prefer it 
to other clovers. It is very fine for honey bees. Sow at 
the rate of six or eight pounds per acre; sown in mix- 
tures, 5 or 6 pounds per acre is sufficient. Does best on 
damp soils—used in pasture mixtures with grasses. 

Ladino Clover— This is a recent introduction from 
Europe and has proved to be a remarkable discovery as 
a green feed for poultry, as well as livestock. It yields 
far more and withstands frost much better than alfalfa. 
Each plant sends out runners about 12 in. long and each 
joint makes a new root.

BROME GRASS (Bromus inermis)—Also called Awnless 
or Smooth Brome. It has met with high favor as a grass 
for the drier farming regions of the West. The best 
crowth is made on clay or clay loams, but it succeeds 
fairly well in sandy soil. It is higher in palatability than 
any other dry land grass and withstands drought condi- 
tions exceptionally well.

MOUNTAIN BROME (Bromus Marginatus)—Is a stout 


perennial bunchgrass, very common between the altitudes 
of about 5,000 and 10,000 feet. It has a very wide range 
of soil adaptations, varying from fairly moist loamy soils, 
where the best growth is made, to fairly dry, gravelly soils. 
Mountain Brome grass, when young, is grazed closely by 
all classes of livestock. Where it can be cut for hay, it 
makes a very fine feed for horses and cattle.

Chewing Fescue—This grass grows exceedingly well on 
soils of a sandy nature, and is now recognized as one of 
the leading grasses for putting greens. Recent experi- 
ments show it is one of the best alpine grasses we have. 
Does very well alone or in a mixture with clovers or other 
grasses. 

Kentucky Blue Grass—One of the best grasses for pasture 
and lawns. It starts to grow very early and remains green 
late in the Fall. It does well on either high, dry land, or 
places that are quite moist. We sell only seed of the 
highest quality. Sow 30 pounds per acre. For lawn pur- 
poses see grades offered on page 78. 


Meadow Fescue—lIs excellent for pasturage planted alone 
or in combination with other grasses and clovers. It is a 
tufted, deep-rooted, long-lived perennial. Thrives on a 
wide range of soil conditions, adapting itself to both wet 
or dry soils. Sow 10 to 15 pounds for seed production and 
20 to 30 pounds for forage. Withstands alkali very well. 


Orchard Grass (Dactylis glomerata)—This is a very early 
pasture grass, furnishing feed at least three weeks before 
most other grasses. If used for hay, more than one cutting 
per season can be secured. Even after close grazing, a 
ten-day interval is sufficient for another growth. It makes 
a heavy sod and gives splendid pasture until late in the 
Fall. Withstands drought and is very hardy: well suited 
for shaded places such as in orchards or groves. It grows 
in tufts and can be sown, if desired, with Red Clover and 
Alfalfa. When planted alone, sow at the rate of 20-25 
pounds per acre. 

Perennial Rye Grass—This is a desirable grass for pasture 
when used alone or in a mixture with other grasses and 
clovers as it forms a heavy close sod and grows up quickly 
after being eaten or cut off. Good for hay if cut when in 
bloom and affords good pasture after hay is cut. Sow 25 
to 30 pounds per acre. 


Reed Canary Grass (Phalaris arundinacea)—This is a 
valuable high-yielding forage plant which is naturally 
adapted to grow on low, wet lands. As a permanent source 
of high quality hay and good pasturage, this crop is a 
valuable contribution to many farms in our state. For 
hay, cut as soon as the head begins to appear. Two or 
three crops of hay and some fall pasture may be obtained 
by such a practice. Everyone with moist and boggy soils 
should give this excellent grass a trial. Sow it at the rate 
of 5 to 6 pounds per acre broadcast and in drill, 2 to 3 
pounds per acre in 16 to 18 inch rows. 


Red Top—A valuable grass for moist soils. It makes a 
good permanent stand and is well adapted to pastures. It 
has been grown very successfully even on alkali and bot- 
tom land where many other grasses have failed. It is used 
also as a lawn grass as it makes a fine stem and good turf. 
Sow 15-25 pounds per acre. 


Slender Wheat Grass (Agropyron pauciflorum)—A great 
boon for the cattle and sheep men. It grows in very dry 
arid sections and produces wonderful forage for cattle 
and sheep. It is a bunch-forming variety, and therefore 
would be more adaptable to range than to meadows. Very 
adaptable for pasture in canyons or flats. ; 


Tall Meadow Oat Grass—Is a long-lived, deep-rooted per- 
ennial bunch grass, fairly drought-resistant and produces 
an abundance of forage early in the spring. The forage 
is somewhat coarse and less palatable than most other 
grasses listed here, but it is easily started and holds much 
promise as a pasture grass on our arid lands. 


Timothy—Of hay grasses Timothy leads all. Thrives on 
clay or heavy loams, wet or boggy soils. or in mountainous 
districts. At higher elevations where fewer grasses and 
clovers are adaptable, Timothy is the most important hay 

_and pasture crop. Alone, sow 12 pounds to the acre, or 
with clover, 10 pounds Timothy and 6 pounds clover.

Western Alkali Grass—This grass will make your alkali 


lands productive. We have reports of growers stating it 
has produced, on alkali ground that would produce no 
other crop yields, as large as Timothy produced on first 
class Timothy land. It will stand an unlimited amount of 
water in the spring and has succesfully resisted severe 
drought. Seeding can be made beginning in September 
and continuing as long as snow covers the ground in the 
spring. Sow 2 pounds per acre for meadow or pasture. 


Western Wheat Grass or Blue Stem (Agropyron smithii) 


This is a variety of great promise for the western arid 
regions. It is erect in growth and forms a firm, solid turf 
even where moisture is very limited. Its heavy spreading 
root system makes it valuable for erosion control and its 
foliage for grazing purposes. Sow 12 to 15 pounds per 
acre.
